New York, Dec. 26.—(Special.]-- 
With the navy dirigible Los Angeles 
and the destroyers Sturtevant and Ma- 
han speeding north tonight on a sea 
and air search for the missing Si- 
korsky amphibian, Dawn, which left 
Roosevelt field, L. I., Friday night for 
a flight to Harbor Grace, N. F., wan- 
ing hopes for the plane's crew of four 
revived only slightly. 

The hope had sprung to a high level 
early this morning with reports from 
the Canadian government wireless sta- 
tion on Sable island that radio signais 
from the Dawn had been picked up, 
but it fell away as another day passed 
without further word. 

Reported Over Cape Cod. 

At 12 o'clock tonight, 79 hours had 
elapsed since the Dawn winged away 
from Long Island on the first leg of 
her projected winter flight to Europe, 
carrying Mrs. Frances W. Grayson, 
joint owner of the Dawn and moving 
spirit of the enterprise; Oskar Omdal, 
pilot; Brice Goldsborough, navigator 
and radio man, and Fred Koehler, 
Wright motor expert, who was to have 
accompanied the ship only to New- 
foundiand.. 

The Dawn was reported passing over 
Orleans, Mass., on Cape Cod, less than 
three hours after her takeoff, but no 
further word was received concerning 
her until the static-interrupted mes- 
sage of “something went wrong,” 
which the Sable island station reported 
picking up. 

Before the navy department joined 
in the search for the Dawn, on request 
of the Wright Aeronautical corpora- 
tion and others, it Verified officially 
from the Canadian government that 
Sable island had received such a mes- 


sage. -

A woman who said she had been 
slugged and thrown into the Chicago 
river near its mouth, battled death in 
the water and ice for half an hour 
shortly before daylight this morning 
before help attracted by her screams 
reached her and she was taken to the 
coast guard station. 

Elmer Dudley, lookout for the sta- 
tion, heard the woman’s cries for help. 
He notified Capt. John O. Henderson 
of the coast guard and a power boat 
was dispatched to the aid of the 


j woman who was clinging to the ice 


which was constantly breaking as she 


| seized it. 


The rescue boat broke its way 
through the ice until it was a short 
distance from the woman, then A. G. 
Kelly of the coast guard dived into the 
icy water, seized her and swam with 
her to the boat. 

She was taken to the coast guard 
station, given hot drinks, wrapped in 
blankets and put to bed. She gave the 
name of Mrs. Leona Fitcher, 26, and 
said she lived at the Huron hotel, 669 
North Clark street. 
According to her story she had been 
out on a cabareting tour with two 
men in a large automobile. A quarrel 
arose and she was taken from the 


the men and thrown from a scow in 
the river to the ice six feet below. 

The ice was about an inch and a 
half thick and broke when she struck 
it. For twenty minutes, Capt. Hender- 
son said, she clung to the breaking

Chicago’s population on July 1, 1927, 
was 3,102,200, according to the calcu- 
lations of the government. bureau of 
the census, which were announced yes- 
terday by the department of commerce 
in Washington. The figures for Chi- 
cago were included in the 1927 esti- 
mates of population for cities that 
showed more than 30,000 inhabitants 
in 1920. J 

The reckonings are based on the as- 
sumption that the annual increase in 
population of municipalities since 1920 
co to their annual increment 
during the decade between the census 
of 1910 and that of 1920. On that basis 
Chicago is estimated to have gained 
401,095 in the seven years, having 
climbed from 2,701,705 to 3,102,200,
